In Brussels 


USSELS. Saturday —One shot was fired when gen- 
darmes and anti-Leopold demonstrators clashed for the 
second time today near the Brussels Bourse. It could not 


be established immediately 
fired. 

The demonstrators r pped up 
cobbiestones from side strects 
and hurled them at the police 
in bitter fighting, which began 
when the crowd, which was 
marching peacefully along the
